Applicant s communication of 4/5/04 has been considered with the following results. 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of the 
invention to which the claims are directed. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every feature of 
the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the frequency limitations of claims 1.2, and 10 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement-drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a 
drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

4. Claims 1 . and 2 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 2 of U.S. Patent No. 6,674.705. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because as recited in the present 
claim, tuned to a frequency that is different than the frequency of said wobble signal" is an obvious ^ 
variant/claim language of the frequency limitation of claim 2 in the above noted patent, i.e., 

— tuned circuit has a natural frequency that is approximately said monotone wobble freiquency — 

The approximate capability vs.. the "different frequency " are obvious variants/claimed 
terminology. 

5. Claims 4.5 and 1 0 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 2/1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,674.705 as stated above and further 
in view of claims 2.3 and 1 of US patent 6,708724. These limitations are already present in this patent, 
and modification of claim 2 of the base patent would be obvious in view thereof, i.e., selection of 
appropriate electronic circuitry for filter arrangements and the above noted frequency limitation is present 
in the independent claim of the patent. Selection of such frequency is an optimization of claim 2 in the 
above noted patent 6.674,705.
